ship. This prevents any of the 


payments made to them which 
next vear will cost the Trea- 
sury another £49,000.000. This 
at the very time when the 
Minister of Health is trying to 
save a few e of millions of 
pounds ty cutting the health 
services themselves, 


Doctors Underpaid 

No wonder Mr. Bevan 
asks if this is justice, But 
no one — not evén Mr. 
Bevan — doubts that the 
general practitioners have hi- 
therte been underpaid. The 
question which he and other 
critics should have asked, but 
did not, is whether the basis 
of payment to general practi- 
tiomers is the right one. At 
present it encourages doctors 
to increase the number of pa- 
tients on their lists to the ex- 
tent that their work must una- 
voidably suffer. Quantity is 
subsidized; quality is penalized. 

This is the fundamental issue 
concerning doctors’ pay: but 
like all the other fundamental 
issues of the health service it 
is left untouched. OFNS

Fourth Applied Art Show 


iE fourth Fxhibdition of 
Applied Art, which opened 
the Bezalel] Museum on Sa- 
turday, is, to say the least, 
extremely uneven. The work 
ec, 45 different craftsmen or in- 
stitutions is represented. Some 
of the exhibitors are well 
known in this country, others 
are newly arrived, and one, 
an Israeli who has been abroad 
for many years. is duc to re- 
turn soon. Many of the crafts- 
men .msed imported materials 
for their work, while a nuinber 
of them actually worked 
abroad. | 
It is apparent that the jury 
which selected the exhibitions 
accepted a broader definition 
of the term “local” than did 
the jury which awarded the 
prizes, as two of the most stri- 
kingly original and technically 
superior displays-the plastic- 
and-metal work by Zahara 
Schatz and the textile designs 
by Loulse Schatz. both of 
whom worked in America, -— 
were ignored by the prize-jury 
while other more strictly 
“local” products, which were 
far inferior in both design and 
execution. received awards, If 
only to protect the reputations 
of their judges. the Museum 
authorities should in the fu- 
ture find one definition under 
which all works accepted for 
exhibition will also be eligible 
for prizes. ; 


First Choices 

Granting the stricter defini- 
tion of “local.” however, there 
can be Uttle dissatisfaction 
wih the judges’ two first 
choices. The work of Jean 
David and Vera  Bischitz- 
Isaacman fully merited the 
First Prizes for Design and

While Jean David's designs 
are, for the most part, emi- 
nently successful, it must be 
said that his work is not as 
original as it might be. The 
influence of Picasso and Kiee 
is so strong as to Be almost 
overpowering. It is least felt 
in his New Year cards, how- 
ever, which, strangely enough, 
seemed to this Observer at 
once the most original and the 
most effective of his designs.
